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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the inventions as recited in the 
claims, including rearranging by the processor and placing in said memory system, for retrieval 
in a repetitive manner for executing said matrix operation, the blocks of contiguous data, wherein 
data within said blocks retain an original matrix data content but said blocks are moved to be in 
an ordering different from an original ordering of said blocks within said matrix, such that said 
matrix data is represented in a format that permits said matrix data to be moved from said 
memory system into a position in said plurality of data registers of the co-processing unit for 
performing said matrix operation more quickly than if said matrix data had been moved as stored 
in said standard format.
